ac) I was obttinately fixed upon 
ee a Volume of fufficient Size, 
AVIS BX which treats upon Generation, 
and had read it with all that Eagernefs, of 
which a Man may be imagined fufceptible, 
who knows nothing, and yet burns with a 
Defire of Learning. What remained of that 
intenfe Study ? that, which is generally the 
Produce of all Studies of this Kind: Doubts, 
and Uncertainty, Difcouraged by this pain- 
ful Exercife, as ignorant as I was, when 
| A 4 I firft 
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I firft began it, I threw afide the Volume, 
and broke out into moft. bitter Invectives 
againft all, who ftile themfelves Obfervers, 
Naturalifts, Phyfcians, or Philofophers. 

~-O Man! faid I, how defective is thy 
Reafon, how dull thy Penetration, how con- 
fined thy Knowledge ? Thou entereft in- 
to Life by unknown Ways, and thou emer- 
geft out of chem, only to plunge into Dark- 
nefs fill more profound! thou findeft thyfelf 
upon the Earth, without knowing how thou 
wert placed upon it ; thou remaineft with- — 
out knowing when thou wilt leave it; thou 
Jeaveft it, without knowing whither thou 
soeft! within chyfelf thou knoweft nothing, 
without thyfelfthou knoweft not more. But 
thou raifeft up thyfelf however in the Midft of 
‘us, like a Pedant in the Midft of a Band of 
“Children ; ~** Silence, thou crieft, and hear 
‘ mel I begin with the great Chain of 
‘© Beings, and will run over it from one 
«© End tothe other ; I will unveil Nature, 
‘ and explain to you the Formation, and 
<¢ Conftitution of Plants, of Animals, of 
« Men, and of the whole World.” It is. 
well! fpeak, we hear thee! But fcarce haft — 
thou advanced one Step, but thou findeft thy- 
felf furrounded with Darknefs ; thou offereft 
thyfelf as our Guide, and thou art ney In- 
: jé | ant 
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ftant at a Lofs ; thou pretendeft to fhew us 
the Truth,. and thou produceft nothing but 
chimerical ViGons. 

The Gate was open, the Field extenfive, 
and I fhould have undoubtedly carried my 
RefleCtions very far; but, in the Midft of this 
philofophical Fit of Spleen, a certain Senfa- 
tion. of Languor and Fatigue fpread itfelf 
fuddenly, over me, my weakened Eyelids 
clofed themfelves, and my Head, grow- 
ing heavy, compofed itfeif to Reft upon 
a Pile of Folio Volumes which. lay on one 
Side of me ; I fell afleep ; and what is more, 
I dreamt, _ 

I imagined, that I faw approaching me a 
young Man, tall, well-proportioned, and 
with an Afpeét fomething more than hu- 
man, My Name is Amilec, fays he, Tam 
the Genius who prefides over the Multi- 
plication of the human Species. 1 have 
obferved the Perplexity you have been en- 
waged in upon the Subject of Generation ; 
I was concerned for what you fuffered, and 
am difpofed to give you upon that Head all 
the Satisfaction you can defire. 

_I was defirous to exprels the utmoft 
Gratitude, due to fo much Good-nature. 
Whatever was the Reafon, whether A- 
ftonifhment, or Want of Eloquence, I en- 
3 a 5 gaged 
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gaged in a faultering Kind of Compli- 
ment, which happily he did not give me 
Time to finifh. No Compliments, Sir, I 
pray you, fays he, fince - you are defirous 
of Inftruction, be attentive only. 

There are in Nature Phenomena fingu- 
lar in their Kind, continues Amilec, and 
there are others, which bear a mutual Ana- 
logy in many Refpects. The firft have par- 
ticular Springs, the fecond have’ common 
Caufes, and are produced nearly in the fame 
manner. 

Of: all the Beings which furround you, 
Man alone reflects, reafons, and aéts con- 
fequently: there is therefore within. him a 
Spring of Action, or a,particular Principle, 
which muft be examined, as he finds it in 
himfelf, without offering to feek for it elfe- 
where, if he would dive into its Nature. 

But as Man is endowed with a Principle 
of Motion, fois the mere Animal ; it fees, 
it hears, it enjoys Health, and fickens. All 
thefe Phænomena, or Appearances, are found 
to be the fame in Man, as in the Brute Cre- 
ation. The Caufe ef them therefore is 
general, and one common Spring ; who- 
ever knows ‘it in one kind, knows it alfo in 
the other. | 


Moreover, 
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die; like thofe they increafe and multi- 
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Moreover, in the fame manner, as Men 
or Arimals, fo do Plants ane, live, and 


ply ; all this is common to one and to\the 
other. All this therefore mutt follow ecr- 
tain general Rules, whofe little Variations 
dre infignificant. : ‘Thus then, he who knows 
how Plants are generated, will know very 
nearly how Men and Animals are produced. 
In general, Plants come forth from Seeds, 
Men therefore and Animals Sas fimilar 
Origin. 

“The Seeds of Vegetables are-obferved to 
be produced » principally in two Places. In 
the Flowers, or Paris of Fruétification, 
which conftitute one main Magazine, and 
in the little Cavities, which are found be: 
tween the Body of che Plant and ‘its exte- 
rior Coat or Cortex: Thofe, which are 
formed in the Flowers are .fecundated, in- 
creafe, ripen, and then fall, or are gathered 
by Men. Whole, which are produced in the 


little fuperficial. Cavities. of the Vegetable 


make a fwifter Progrefs:; ‘they open, and 
sive almoft an immediate Birth to other 
lefler Plants. grafted. upon the frft, and 
which we call Sucklings. All around thefe 


Sueklings, and by the fame Mechanifm 


many

many others will {pring up, and ead fuc- 
ceed one another, 

We fee by this, that what we call a Tree, 
or an Oak, for Inftance, is not one Oak, but 
a Colleétion of many Oaks compofed, and 
arranged arse This is the Order of 
Vegetation, this the Deftination of Seeds in 
Plants, 

If Animals had been deftined to remain 
immoveable, as Plants, the Growth and 
Multiplication both of one Kind and. the 
other would have proceeded precifely in the 
~ fame manner. But Animals mutt be feif- 
active and locomotive. {n general, there- 
fore, many entire Animals muft not-be 
grafted upon one, as many Branches are: 
planted upon one Branch : this would be 
irreconcilable with that Power of Motion 
which is neceflary to every Kind. 

Neverthelefs, by a juft Confequence from 
the general Rule, Germs are found in Ani-. 
mals, as we obferve them diffeminated upon: 
all Vegetables. Thefe Seeds or Germs are 
principally difcovered in particular Refer- 
_ voirs, which in Animals ferve for the fame 
Purpote, as the Flowers in Plants, or near 
the Skin, which is to Animals what the 
Bark is upon Trees. The firft open and de- 
vellop themfelvesas foon as they are properly 

fecun- 
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fecundated, and new Animals are produced : 
but thofe, which are diffeminated near the 
Surface of the Body, far from expanding fo 
as to become vifible, are fo exceflively {mall, 
that thehuman Eye, armed with the ftrong- 
_ eft Microfcope, would fcarce perceive them, 
There they remain fixed for fome time, fall 
foon after, or are difperfed in the Air. 

What we fay in general of Animals, muft 
be underftood to be applicable in particular 
to the human Species. There are found in 
the human Body, Germs, Seeds, or the 
firft Rudiments of every individual: Man. 
One Part of them are in the Refervoir de- 
{tined for that Purpofe in both Sexes, an- 
other confiderable Part efcapes through the 
¢utaneous Pores. | 

But thefe Germs, thefe Seeds, thefe firft 
Lineaments, which efcape continually from 
both Sexes, are they loft upon this account, 
and deviate from their Deftination? do they 
become abfolutely ufelefs, the Moment 
they are tranfmitted to the Surface of the 
Body? Nature is too good an Oecono- 


 mift to foffer pagently a Lofs of this Con- 


fequence. . 

We are a Band of Genii, whofe Em- 
ployment is to collect the greateft Part of 
thele Seeds. { am intrufted myfelf par- 

| ticularly 
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oculariy with that of the human Kind; and 
command a confderable Body of fubordi: 
nate Genii, who under my Orders labour. 
continually in this Harveft, : 

We are comparatively to you, what you 
are in refpect. of the vegetable Creatidn, 
You, for inftance, fow, you cultivate, and 
reap the Fruits of your Labour; we the Ge- 
ni of a higher Nature fow, cultivate, and 
gather the Seeds of human Kind. : And as-a 
Gardener preferves for Seed, the beft only, 
and moft vigorous Plants in his Garden 3. in 
the fame manner, we Ewe buman Seeds 
from Men and Women only of LU nr 
Merit. | 

But afk me no Queftions as yet concern- 
ing the Nature of thefe Seeds, ‘nor the ute 
we make of them ; all this fhall be explained 
to you in proper Time. Letus for the pre: 
fent leave this Clofet ; I havetaken care ta: 
fharpen your Sight; you fhall fee my Genii 
work in the Harveft of human Seeds. 

At thefe Words 4milec went out, and E 
followed him. We had fcarce advanced 
two Steps, before I faw at a little Diftance 
from us, four or five Genii employed in ga- 
thering human Seeds... Imagine to yourfelf a 
natural Philofopher, who, with all poffible At- 
tention and Sagacity,, 1s taken up in contem- 


plating 
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plating the Downhe difcoversupon the Wing 
of a Fly; fuchnearly was the Attitude of th sole 
Harveft Genii. It was not poffible to refrain 
from Laughing, I was juft upon the Poinr, 
but was diverted from it by Amilec. 
On your Left Hand, fays he to me, you 


fee a Genius, who gathers up the Seeds of 


an Officer, fo fingular in his Profeffion, that 
after a ftriét Examination, he has at lafi dil- 
covered, that it is not unbecoming a military 


Man to think fometimes ; and who, con- 


. fequently, employs in Study that leifure 


Time, which others of his Profeffion {a- 
crifice to Vanity, and often to Debau- 
chery. 

At a little Diftance, you may obferve 
them gathering, with great Care, the Sceds 
of a Man, who tho’ never feen at any Enter- 
tainment, or takes any Share in the Mirth 


- of his Friends, ‘but by a particular Invica- 


tion; yet, of his own Accord, runs in or- 
der to fhare with them, and alleviate, their 


Grief, by giving them, without any previ- 
ous Offers, all the Succour they may ftand 


in need of. 


On your Right Hand, they colle& the 


Seeds of a young Nobleman’s Governor, 


He is elate beyond meafure by the good 
Effects, which proceed from his conftanc. 
Affi- 
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Affiduity, and the happy Difpofitions of his 
Pupil: he has juft finifhed a Courfe of ten 
Years Tuition, andin that Time has taught 
him to be filent. 

Doit thou fée thofe three Genii employed 
about that young Perfon? Canft thou guefs, 
why I*have ordered them to gather the fall- 
ing Seeds with fo much Care? This feems 
natural enough, anfwered I, fhe is one of the 
moft beautiful Women, [ ever faw; it would 
be a real Lofs, if you fuffered any of thefe 
Seeds to efcape. If Beauty is a Treafure, 
replies Amilec, itis a Treafure to which Vir- 
tue alone can give any real Value ; do not 
imagine that. 1 am induced by that fine Pair 
of Eyes only to employ three Genii in a 
. conftant Attendance about her Perfon. But 
fhe has been married thefe five Years, fhe has 
Wit, Beauty, and Youth; in one Word, fhe 
is a Parifian, and yet has been always true to 
her Hufband, whom fhe cannot even love. 

Upon cafting my Eyes on every Side, I 
perceived at laft a Genius, who bufied himfelf 
at gathering the Seeds of a Petit- Maitre. Hey 
day! my Lord 4milec, {aid I withAftonifhment, 
what can be your Intention? What a Collec- 
tion do you make here? Whither would you 
tranfplant this ridiculous Race ? No where, 
anfwers Æmilec ; this is not my View in 


picking 
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picking up the Seeds of Petit-Maitres. - But 
though Iam very cautious not to fow any 
Seeds of this kind, they are not entirely ufe- 
lefs in my Bufinefs. I have found out a Me- 
thod of purifying the Seeds of Womankind. 
_ L order to be thrown into a Box full of Fe- 
male Seeds, eight or ten Petit-Maitre Grains; 
immediately a moft violent Fermentation 
commences. When this ceafes, and all is 
quiet in the Box, we find upon opening it, 
as many confiderable Heaps of Grain ce- 
mented together, as we had put in Petit- 
Maitre Seeds, Every little concreted Ball 
was formed by a certain Number of Female 
Seeds, which had approached, and attached 
themfelves to the Petit- MaitreGerm,by accu- 
- mulating together round about it. I fepa- 
rate thefe little concreted Balls, and I care- 
fully fet afide for ufe the few found Female 
Grains, which remain in the Box. 

Human Seeds, continues milec, have 
each of them in their kind very fingular Pro- 
pertes, at which thou thylelf wilt be very | 
foon furprized. For inftance, the Seeds of 
Lawyers have an exceffive corrofive Quality ; 
fo great,that if I but neglected, for a very fhort 
Space of Time, to throw among them a cer- 
tain Number of the Germs of Clients to 
_ amufe this hungry Quality, [could not pre- 
lerve 
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ferve a fingle Grain ; they would corrode, 
and devour one another, rather chan not cor- 
rode at all. 

Among other Characters, the Seeds of a 
Lawyer have this hkewife peculiar to them- 
felves, that being once put into Motion, 
inftead of moving, as al] other Bodies in 
Nature do, in a ftrait Line, they tend con- 
tinually to defcribe Curves and Parabolas. 

I have obferved alfo, and this of ancient 
Date, that the Seeds of a Tory, placed near 
thofe of a Whig, fermented violently. The 
Effect, which refulted from this kind of Ef- 
fervefcence was, the Production of an am- 
phibious Sort of Grain *, according to the 
Rules of Art, which, as thou knoweft very 
well, bears in its Nature fome certain Part 
Bach of one and the other, but’ is in faét 
much worfe, and more vicious, than either. 

If ] was to engage in a particular Detail of 

all the Properties of human Seeds, I fhould 
never finifh my Account. Thou fhalt fee 
my Magazine; come let us go ; inthe way 
I will give thee a Notion of my Commiffi- 
OD, ni Labours, and the Ule I make of 
human 


* The two Species of Seed mentioned in the Original 
were thofe of Surgeon and Phycifian; as alluding to 
the Difputes at Paris between thefe two Profeflions ;

: England, has altered them into Whig and l‘ory. 
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human Seeds. . When he had faid -thefe 
Words, Amilee fprung up lightly into the 
Air; I perceived myfelf, not without Sur- 
prife, to partake of this his violent Motion, 
which he communicated to me; we did not 
__ walk, but few towards the Magazine. 

Canft thou believe it, fays Amilec, that 
an innumerable Mulütude of Vortices, or 
Syitems, Suns, and habitable Earths, which 
conftitute this vatt Univerfe, all thefe (no, 
you will never believe it) were formerly con- 
tained in a, Seed of no greater Dimenfions, 
than a fmall Pea. dt budded and expanded 
hecle by little, but the Devellopment is nat 
finifhed. There are many Worlds, which 
you may compare to young Plants, which 
begin only, as I may fay, to fprout. That 
Maltitude of Stars, thofe white Spots, which 
you Gentlemen thhabitants of the Earth per: 
_ ceive in the heavenly Arch, and which you 
call the Milky Way, are nothing more or 
lefs, than Parcels of little Woniis which 
have not been out of their Shells more than 
three or fourfcore Ages. They feem to 
you extremely near one another, and they 
really are fo in fact, becaufe as yet they have 
acquired but little I their Growth, and con- 
fequently occupy but a {mall Space compara- 
tively. 

Nay 
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Nay more ! our Syftem in particular, our 
Vortex, though entirely devellopped, is not 
yet arrived to its laft Degree of Maturity. 
The Planets are, as every Man knows, fo 
many habitable Earths ; but they muft at- 
tain a certain Degree of Maturity, before they 
can be peopled, and all are not yet arrived 
at that Degree. Thefe different Globes are 
like fo many large Apples, which though 
growing upon the fame Tree, do not tipen 
all at the fame Time, 

Mercury, being neareft to the Sun ripened 
the firft; next Venus, and thenthe Earth. As 
foon as Mercury was come to Maturity, I 
was deputed thither with the original Germs 
of human Kind. When 1 arrived in that 
Planet, I fowed it, cultivated, and gathered 
in the Harveft in its Seafon. Then I de- 
parted for the Planet Venus, as foon as I 
was apprifed by certain Couriers I had dif- 
patched to obferve the Country, that it had 
attuined its full Maturity. I fowed, I 
peopled that Planet, and had from thence a 
new Provifion of Seeds. In fine I lefr

1 calculate, that this Period of Time at the 
leaft will be neceffary to bring him to Ma- 
turity, for, as thou knoweft very well, he 
is extremely diftant from the Sun. 

As to thofe little Earths, which revolve 
around others of more Confequence, and 
which you call Moons, or Satellites, I do 
not take upon myfelf the Trouble of tra- 
velling thither in Perfon, in order to people 
them ; bue’l fend’ my Lieutenants. It is 
RE TT 500 Years ago, fince I fent the 
Genius Zamar to your Moon with a good 
Stock of human Seeds. I do not in the 
leaft doubt, but the Multiplication of the 
- Species is in a flourifhing Condition ; 1 am 
however furprifed, that I have received no 
Difpatches from him as yet, and I] expect 
them daily. | 

While Æmilec difcourfed with me, we 
continued to cut the Air wich great Rapidi- 
ty.

su to yourfelf an “Apartment ex- 
tremely fpacious, the, Walls covered with: 
Poxes and Drawers properly partitioned, and: 
diftinguifhed by Labels; in the Middle is. 
placed a large Table loaded with little Bags, : 
Parcels, Pacque: s, and Rolls of Paper ; on 
every Biaé Wor men ftand ex tremely buiy, 
who winnow, fift, diftribute, and pack up 
Parcels of Sceds; this is the View of the in- 
fide of Amilec’s Magazine. 
You Men, fays. he, imagine, that the 
Genii think of nothing ‘elfe but their Diver- 
fions, and that their whole Life is but one 
continued Chain of Pleafures. Judge of the: 
others by me, and my Officers, and ibe 
more juft in your Sentiments to the celeftial- 
Powers. Thou haft feen what Infight, At- 
tention, and Patience is neceflary to ‘gather 
the Seeds of Man; chou perceivett, by. the | 
continual Labour, and conftant Motion of 
the Genii employed in this Magazine, what. 
Care’ is requifite to feparate the Good from 
the Bad, which ftill interpofes avd hides ir 
in fpite of all the Attention, and the Saga- : 
city of the Harveft Genii. | 
Bur if the Difficulties of gathering and te 
parating 
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parating thefe Seeds be confiderable, the 
Prefervation itfelf of them is not lets preca- 
rious. An Excefs of Moifture corrupts them, 
too great a Drowth extenuates them, and 
violent Heats diffipate the Spirit which muit 
one Day give them Life, extraordinary Cold 
freezes them, and deftroys their Organifa- 
tion, the open Air alters ‘their a 
and a Want of fufficient Air fuffocates and 
extinguifhes Life in them. We muft there- 
fore ftudy to preferve a certain Medium, 
and this is not eañly cbiained.. They are 
likewife fubjeét to another Inconvenience, 
the Mites attack them. The other Day, 
I know not by what Accident, 1 opened 
that Eox,. which has for its Label, The 
Seeds of Conquerors; how great was m 

Surprifé, think you, when, inftead of find- 
ing the Seed in a good Condition, I found: 
7 fcarce any thing but Duft! the Mites) had 
devoured the very Effence of Greatnefs of 
Soul. More than two Thirds of my He- 
roes were either reduced to Powder, or had. 
ferved as Nourifhment to thefe little Infects: 
A moft difmal and melancholy Spectacle! 
This Germ, who one Day fhould have been: 
the Terror of Kings, could not ftand the 
devouring Tooth of an infignificant Mire. 
How were-his Laurels withered before their 


} Time, 
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Time, Triumphs vanifhed into Smoke, 
{trange Revolutions thus impeded in their 
Birth, and what a deplorable Lofs this in the 
univerfal Hiftory of the Planet Mars ? The 
greateft Events, which were to have fuc- 
ceeded in this Planet, were linked together 
in one long Chain, of which this Conqueror’s 
Seed was the firft Link ; a fingle Mite broke 
this diminutive Link, and in the fame JIn- 
ftanc the whole Length of Chain fell to 
Pieces, all of it difappeared. What! is thy 
Inclination now to laugh! or rather, to weep 
at that Excefs of diminutive Size, and Con- 
tempt, to which the great things of this 
World are reduced, when they are contem- 
plated in their Origin!

excellent Projector, fays Amilec fmartly;, 
‘go, and fay to the Farmer, who fows his: 
Ground ; “ Why do you put yourfelf to fo: 
“© great an Expence? Carry back to your: 
“es Houle that Multitude of Seeds, of which: 
“6 you are fo prodigal. One alone will fuf-. 
<< fice, in time you may ftock your whole: 
6 Hand. How many Ages are neceflary: 
< for this??? — 

Amilec was eerrapted by one of the: 
Harveft Genii, who rufhed in fuddenly, and! 
faid, ‘Let who will take up my Office,, 
< for my part, I renounce it. J would as: 
< foon be obliged to find Truth among the: 
‘€ Philofophers. Becaufe you have found| 
‘“ me to bea Perfon of fome Talents, you 

~s* load me with every difficult Tafk. Whatt 
€ Pains have I not taken to provide you: 
€ with a few Seeds of irreproachable Judges?’

“ after I had fulfilled a Duty fo troublefome?? 
“st Not at all: now mutt I fet out once more:

4% certain. modelt Virgins, certain virtuous 
“er Wives, and chafte Widows; and you 
thought, you fhould never have enough 
cs kind. In the mean time the Ec- 
te clefiaftical, Harveft flipped away. imper- 


ceptibly ; -you have fince recoll lected your- 
felf; but, alas! that Time is no more!”? 


Ww hen the Ecclefiaftical Harveft Genius had 


. thus-terminated his Complaints, he prefent- 
ed to Amilee a very {mall Box, not above 
half full, and the. whole. Fruit of his La- 
-bour.: Amilec received it, and faid, Go, 
“ibe induftrious, and do not lofe Courage. If 
_ you fearch aah Diligence, you will I] End as 
. yet fome Men full of the Spirit of God, Per- 
fons of Learning, diffident of their own 
: Strength and Reafon, rich Prelates, who re- 
» ceive with one land to give it away with 
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the other ; and zealous Paftors, who do not 


fleep over their Flocks. The apoftolical 
Germs are not yet all {pent: you will find 
indeed but few, but however you will find 
fome. Having thus difmiffed the difgufted 
Genius, Amilec threw the Ecclefiaftical Seed, 
which he had juft received, into a Sieve, 
which ferved to feparate the good Seed from 
the bad.

‘He caufed immediately a South Window. 
to be opened, and another oppolite to the 
North. In the meab time, four of the most 
vigorous Genii, who, happened to.be prefent, 
aid hold of the Bottom of the Sack, as if 
they had defigned to empty its; and, lifned it 
up as high as, they could. Then imilec 
drew near, and _fhpped, the Knot which 
faftened the Mouth of the Sack: The Seeds» 
fell out tumultuouily, and immediately 
formed, asit-were, a Cloud of Dutt; which, 
the Wind, entering at the South, Window, 
carried away with Rapidity to the North.

Their Subftance does 
not belong to them, but to the original 
Germs contained 3 in the Box ; each’of: hat 
attracts to itfelf its own Property, and the 
 Plagiaries are by this means extenuated even 
to Annihilation. 

Flow advantageous would it be, dag 
Amilec, 1§ Men could but fift the Works of 
Meter Authors, as we have the Secret of 
aflaying their Seeds ? how much would the 
B 4 | immenfe 
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immenfe Trouble of the Studious be abridg- 
ed? and thofe vaft Libraries, the Extent of 
which ftrike you with Aftonifhment, how 
would they contract into fmall Cabinets ? 
Human Sciences would thus be reduced into 
a very fmall Compafs, and the moft ordi- 
nary Memory not overloaded. 

Whilft they were packing up the Authors 
Seeds which had refifted every Trial, as 1 
have defcribed, a Genius entered, who took 
up my whole Attention. I did not imagine 
at firft that he was one of the Harveft Ge- 
ni; I did not fee about him either Bag, or 
Box.

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nuance. “There. is another Sort, timorous, 
referved, lefs brilliant, but more folid ; _Jefs 
talkative, but more-fincere ;. lefs ively, but 
more lafting ; it fprings, from Nature, and 
not from Caprice,, increafes gradually, en- 
gages itfelf with, Choice, and when once 
united to its beloved Object, is then infepa- 
rable. The firft Kind, which fcarce deierves 
the Name of Love, is that of thy Country; 
the fecond Sort is fcarce to be found any 
where... , This Genius, whom. you condemn 
fo readily, has not been above fifty Yearsin 
my Service. .He,has employed .that whole 
-Time in a very ftrit Attendance. upon the

Thefe are the Seeds of true 
Lovers, They bear a great Analogy in their 
Nature with the Principles of this Water. 
They imbibe it, and then precipitate to the 
Bottom, as Plants infufed in other Liquids 
do, as foon as they are faturated. The other 
Seeds, which remain upon the Surface, after 
this Trial, if I was not to take them off, 

would, by the. Depravity of ‘their Nature, 
remain eternally there,’ neither impregnat- 
Ang themfelves with Liquor,’ nor precipitat- 
ing to the Bottom.

fuficient to ftop the Progrefs of their 


Growth and Vegetation, they yet obftruct 


one another -fo far, as to be forced to ex- 
tend themfelves in every poffible Direction 
with an infinite Variety: of various Inclina- 
tions; from hence refult the Forms, Cha- 
racters and Properties of every Plant: The 
fame thing happens in the Difpofition of 
the vegetable Tubes of Animals; but then 
thefe Obftructions are much more com- 
plex, and multiply to fo great a Degree, 
that their Vegetation is by them limited, 
and fixed in a certain Scale. 

‘The Figure of the vegetable Tubes, 
their Number, and the Situation of their 
lateral Openings,. produce Obftruétions of 
various kinds; thefe Obftructions vary the 
Forms; their Variety is almoft boundlefs!

_ © Firft of all,the vegetable Tubes refemble

_©them,. Plants, others Animals. | 

‘ Secondly,. the Tubes from which the 
¢ Plants fpring, refemble each other fufi- 
‘ ciently to produce, all of them, Plants; but . 
‘ they differ likewife fo far, as fome to give 
¢ Plants of one Family, fome of another. 

“Thirdly, the Tubes productive of Ani- 
‘mals by this fameSimilarity are limited to the 
‘ Generation of Animals only, but yet are fo 
“© far unlike, as fome to give Animals of one

‘In fine, evenof the animal Tubes, thofe

with a certain prolific Leaven, contained in. 


the vegetable Tubes. | 
‘Many good Reafons concur to prove 
the Reality of this Leaven; one alone 
may ferve to convince any judicious Per- 
fon. The great Variety of Taftes, O- 
dours,. Emanations, and Principles, which 
we extract from. Piants, cultivated in the 
fame Soil, convince us by their Differences, 
that the Subftance of every Plant isa kind 


of Laboratory, which,. by a peculiar Ope 


ration, diverfifies the Juices which it im- 
bibes ; nor do we conceive that this Ope- 
ration can be any other than a Principle of 
Fermentation,. or a kind of Leaven. pecu- 


liar to each Plant, and as various as are 


the Plants themfelves. 


‘ Let us confider this. Principle of Fer 


mentation in any one particular. Plant. 
The Germ had at firft a due Proportion of 
it; but in the. Progrefs of Vegetation,, as 
it_ extends and blends itfelf with the Sap 
throughout the whole Length of the Plant, 
it changes its Nature, and varies gradually,

‘ The Scheme which Nature moftly fol- 
lows is, that of difpofing the Materials of 
Re-production in different Individuals, and 
that happens in all the Kinds which are 
compofed of the two Sexes. The Male 
furnifhes male Germs, but the Leaven, 
which muft impregnate them, is to be 
found only in the Female. Again reci- 
procally, the Female produces female 
Germs, but the vivifying Leaven‘is con- 
tained in the Male only.

ter, CaftanEyeupon this Heap of Seeds, 
continues he, addreffing his Difcourfe to me, 
you will enjoy a Sight as much diverfified as 
if you faw at one View an entire Nation. 
Doft thou difcern the Infidel Grain, which 
has no diftinét Colour, or Figure, or fixed 
Weight ? It is fufceptible of only one kind 
of Motion, that of a conftant Vacillation. It 
tends to nothing, holds by nothing, and ter- 
minates in nothing, Didft thou remark this. 

inftaat a kind of tremulous Motion in thofe 
other Grains, which communicated itfelf to — 
all thofe who touch them? They are the 
Seeds of Fanatics ; that kind of Grain is al- 
ways in a State of Violence, it is ever in a 
rapid Motion of Contraction and Dilatation 
_ by Fits. The Motion fometimes increafes _ 
to that Degree, that the Seeds are eleétri- 
fied, and then it is that the Commotion 
which enfues, communicates itfelf all around 
to every little Grain that happens to be un- 
luckily within their Sphere. Doft thou diftin- 
_ guifh among the others theSeeds which are to 
itock Monafteries; the outward Coat of them 
is fmooth, foft, and polifhed ; the exterior 
Surface feems perfectly at reft, but interiorly 
i; it. 
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it contains a Principle of Fire, which deter- 
mines it gradually,infomuch that after a certain 
Time you may obferve it confumed at Heart, 
and not in a Condition to. re-produce itfelf. 
And that Seed of a changeable Colour, 
could you guefs what Seed it is? They are 
Germs of Coquets: thefe have a Colour ex- 
tremely lively, and feem to fparkle; they 
are picked up in the Playhoufes: thofe there 
have fofter Colours, and a lefs animated Ap- 
pearance ; they were gathered from Coquets, 
whofe only Refource is to play off certain 
delicate Expreflions, the fuppofed Images of 
fine Sentiments ; both the one and the other 
dilate, as you may obferve,and acquire Bulk. 
in Proportion as the Seeds of Dupes and 
Fools, which you fee near them, lofe, and 
become at laft entirely emaciated. You may 
likewife obferve the Seed of the Ambitious, 
which lifts up itfelf lowly, but falls down 
with Precipitation : the Seed of the Proud, 


which placed under the Recipient:of an Aijr-. 
Pump, has the Virtue of retaining the Air, — 
which it feeds upon, in fpite of ‘all our Ef 


forts to extract it ; the Sted of Hypocrites, 
which fhines with a peculiar Luftre, in broad 


Day-light; that of the Good and Pious, — 


_ which fhines only in the Dark ; that of De- 
tractors, which is fharp and cutting; that 
vt | Re of 
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of the Eñvioué which burfts of itfelf. There 
again is the Redey Seed of Men of Impor- 


4 ‘tance, light Seed of Courtiers, and the {till 


lighter Seed of Petit-Maitres ; in fine, Seeds 
of every Kind and Charatteriftic. But do 
not let us lofe our Time, adds Amilec; we 
fhould have began before this the Trial of 
the Seeds of Sovereigns. 

The Signal being given, the Royal Flac 
veft Genius plunged his Hand into one of 
the Sacks that ftood near him, and ‘drew 
out a Ffandful of popular Seeds, in the midft 
of which he placed one of the Sovereign 
Germs. ‘Then he advanced towards the 
‘Center of the Amphitheatre, : followed by 
‘many other Genii, all of whom carried in 
their Hands a certain Quantity of Popular 


- Seeds, but no other Royal Germ. 


When J/mel arrived at the Center of the 
Amphitheatre, he threw up into the Air, 
‘with all his Force, the Handful of Séeds 
which he had taken with him. It feemed at 
firft, as a Quantity of Duft projected ‘into 
the Air at random ; for the heavieft Seeds 
rofe higheft,and feparated themfelves from the 
lighteft, according to their Order of Gravity. 
Bat’ foof the two Extremities of the Line 
drew together in a ftri€t Union, and I faw 
with Surprife, that the Seeds formed a fall 
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Vortex, circulated round one common Cen- 


ter, and remained thus fufpended in the Air.

when the Rays of the Sun have fallen upon 
them fo favourably, as to render them. vi- 
fible. 


Every Sovereign Seed, which has not de-.

Some there are who deftroy each other, and 
‘ difappear ; others, who increafe and extend 
themfelves, according as the Royal Seed, by

they have performed their feveral Revolu- 
tions together, and the Balance of Power 
icems well fettled among them, we pick out 
from the Center of each Sphere the Sove-

While .4mifec was thus taiking to me, the 
Genii: continued to fupply the Royal Germ 
with Popular Seeds, till the Power of his.

and was loft in the Clouds. The-third act- 


ed with much greater Vigour; fcarce would 
five and twenty Handfuls of Popular Grain 


_ fuffice to balance againft its attractive Power.

In this manner they continued to project 


into the Air the Germs of many Sovereigns ; 


the Number of political-Syftems became foon 
confiderable ; .fcarce was the whole Extent 
of the Amphitheatre lnificient to, contain 
them. 

- Doft thon fee, fays Amilec to me, thofe 
Sends which detach themilelves, quit the 
others, and fall down, hike -fmall Rain. 
7e are Republican Seed : you would 
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imagine they had a mind to free themfelves 
from the Neceflity of performing any ftated 
Revolutions at all; but in vain:  difpofe 
themfelves they muft, in fpite of their repel- 
ling Quality, into fome Form of Government, 

and they conftitute accordingly Spheres of Mo- 
tion, which do not feem to differ muchrfrom 
others; and which in effect ‘differ in this 

only, that the others have one -Center of 
Motion, thefe many. Doft thou difcover 
the Spanifb Syftem by the dull, faturnine, 

and flow Motion of its Germs; that of Ezg- 
land by the oblique, eccentrical, and un- 
fteady Progreffion of the Engii/b ; that of 
France by their Light, eafy, and uniform 
Revolutions? | 

Let us confider with fome Attention, 

this powerful Syftem. The Germs of its 
Princes and Nobility are difpofed, as thou 
feeft, in a Line, upon the Axis of the Sphere; 
the Seeds of its Minifters occupy one of its 
Poles, and the Senators re-unite to form a 
juft Balance at theother Pole; the Military 
Germs, hurried by a centrifugal Force, fly 
to the Surface of the Sphere, and the Po: 
pular Seed revolves within towards the Cen- 
ter. A ftable Difpofition this, which main- 
tains among them a ftri&t Union, tempers 
their reciprocal Influence, preferves Order in 
Feu their 
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their Revolution, and fixes unalterably the 
Royal Germ in the Center of the Syftem. 

Behold here a kind of Motion very diffe- 
rent, Doft thou fee that Multitude of little 
Spheres, which turn all flowly about one 
common Center? It isthe Syftem of the 
Empire.: The Seeds, which compofe it, 
have, as thou remarkeit, two Motions; one 
particular, that carries them round the Cen- 
ter of each little Sphere ; one general, which 
turns the little Spheres. round one common 
Center. :Thefe two Motions weaken each 
other mutually, and from thence it comes, 
that the general Circulation is much retarded. 


| Without «this Difpoñition, much Danger 


might be apprehended from that vaft Sphere, 
but far from invading the néi¢hbouring 
Spheres, it fcarce can fuftain its own

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Can the Central Germ of that unfteady Sy- 
fleay bear all this additional Weight? , 
heard, I looked: with ftrange Attention,

a lefs fenfitive, and. let. delicate Organ, 
it will, produce only. a certain. gentle Titilla-, 
tion, and a Sentiment of Pleafure; but upon.

mofphere. What produces. the moft-unex- | 
pected 
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 peéted Cures fometimes, which the Phyfi- 
cian is fure to attribute to himfelf, though 
nothing was wanting on his Part to pre- 
vent them? from the Seeds of Man. Why 
do not the Naturalifts apply themfelves to the 
Invention of Microfcopes, ftrong enough to 
difcover them upon the Surface of the Body, 
and fnftruments fine enough to gather them ?

obftinate Diftempers. There are Germs of 
every Quality and Virtue. There are quiet- 
ing Boluffes, as the Seed of a Friend; foft-

_ ahalf-formed Petit. Maitre ; emetic, as thofe 
of Minifters and their Tools, who drench 
Men daily with difagreeable and provoking 
Potions, as if they were Beafts of Burthen, 
created for their fole Ufe, Diverfion, and 
Benet Hrs, 

Amilec was in the Humour of adding more 
to thefe Remarks, but was interrupted by 
a confufed Noife, which rofe fuddenly from 
the midft of the Affembly. All the Genu 
ran tumultuoufly together, and feemed to be 
in an Extafy of Surprife. They at laft ftood 
ftill as Statues, and had their Eyes immove- 
ably fixed upon the moving Spheres.

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A certain tumultuous Motion fprung up
